1 . Novelty, Article 33(2) PCT:

With regard to the prior art disclosed in the documents cited above the subject-matter of 
the present application, i.e N-(morpholin-2-yl)methyl acetamide derivatives does not 
appear to fulfil the requirements of novelty, cf . Article 33(2) PCT: 

The prior art document D1 discloses a specific example of compound falling within the 
scope of present claim 1 (see Example n° 374 in Table I). Moreover, D1 anticipates the 
process of present claim 14 (see Verfahren A, p.65). 

Document D2 discloses the compound n° 9 in scheme II, which is indeed the intermediate 
claimed in present claims 16 and 17. 

Thus, the subject-matter of the present application cannot be considered to be new and 
the requirements of Article 33(2) PCT are not met. 

2. Inventive step, Article 33(3) PCT: 

The examining division wishes to formulate the following comment, which concerns 
only the compounds that have not been anticipated by the prior art documents: 
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The Applicant appears to have set himself the task of making available further CCR-3 
receptor antagonists, which blocks the migration/chemotaxis of eosinophils and thus 
possess anti-inflammatory properties, see p.3, 1.21-23. 

The compounds of D1 and D2 are used as immunosuppressants and as stimulants for 
upper gastrointestinal mobility/ antiemetic agents respectively. 

Document D3, considered as the closest prior art document, discloses CCR-3 antagonists 
useful as anti-inflammatory agents (see p.45 I.42-47) but which structure contains a 
piperidine or a piperazine ring N-substituted with a benzyl group. 

The man skilled in the art could not, when starting from the teaching of D3, arrive to the 
present claimed compounds in an obvious manner. The present application contains 
pharmacological data (p. 18, 1.4-10), which prove that some of the claimed compounds 
indeed possess the alleged activity. Thus, only for these tested compounds, which also 
satisfy the requirements for novelty, an inventive step based on their surprising CCR-3 
antagonist activity could be acknowledged. 

3. industrial applicability: 

For the assessment of the present claim 22 on the question whether it is industrially 
applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The patentability can 
also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for example, does not 
recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims to the use of a compound 
in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a known compound for first use 
in medical treatment and the use of such a compound for the manufacture of a 
medicament for a new medical treatment.
